EXPLORER SAFE; 
FINDS NEW LAND 


Stefansson Spest Seven Months 


on the Ice. 


Vilhjalmiff Stefansson, the Canad- 


ian explorer, who was believed lost in 
the Arctic, not only is alive and well, 
but lias discovered a new land in the 
north and accomplished practically 
e%ery purpose for which his hazar- 
dous journey was undertaken, accord- 
ing to word brought to Nome, Alaska, 
by the power schooner Ruby, which 
arrived irom Heschel Island. 


Stet'anssoa, with two companions, 


Storker Storkerson and Ole Ander- 
son, set out from Martin Point, Alas- 
ka, March 22, 1914, over the frozen 
polar ocean in search for supposed 
new" lands in the Beaufort sea. 


Captain S. F. Cottle, master of the 


Ruby, says that Stefansson is now on 
Banks Land, east of the Mackenzie, 
outfitting for continuance of the ex- 
plorations to the westward to ascer- 
tain the full extent of the new land 
he has discovered southwest of Prince 
Patrick 
Island. 
Stefansson 
discov- 


ered a continuance of the continental 
shelf several degrees west of Banks 
Land and even determined its south- 
ern limits, but was unable to continue 
his explorations to the north 
nnd 


west. 


Stefansson told Captain Cottle that 


after leaving the supporting party on 
the ice north of Martin Point he and 
his hardy companions set their faces 
to the ro^th, but after continuing 
their journey ninety days they de- 
cided to return to land. They turned 
back and landed on the mainland at 
a point near which the power boat 
Mary Sachs, of the Stefansson expedi- 
tion, was wintering. Here the three 
men 
outfitted 
for 
another 
threa 


months' trip. They again went Upon 
the ice, going north and west and dis- 
covering the continental shelf. 


Stefansson spent some -time explor- 


ing his new find, but at length, owin^ 
to scarcity of provisions, was com- 
pelled to set out on the return jour- 
ney to land. The raen had been on 
the ice for nearly seven months. The 
return to shore was accomplished 
with great difficulty. 
The men sub- 


sisted en the most meager rations, 
but kept moving day after day. The 
dogs were almost famished. Finally 
the party arrived at Banks Land, 
thoroughly 
worn out. For 
sevea 


months they had been on scanty ra- 
tions, traveling almost continually. 


Stefansson 
and 
his 
companions 


made their way from Banks Land, 
which is uninhabited, to Baillie Island, 
which is visited by whalers. 
Captain 


Louis Lane, cruising on his powei 
schooner Polar Bear, found Stefans- 
son and his companions making then 
way alcng the southwestern coast ol 
Baillie Island. 
They were In excel- 


lent health and spirits and eager to 
reach the southern wing of the expe- 
dition, that they might obtain sup- 
plies and continue their explorations. 
Stefansson had expected to fall in 
with the Polar Bear, just as he did. 
He immediately chartered the schoon- 
er and, with Captain Lane, proceeded 
northward at once in the hope of mak- 
ing further discoveries while the*'sea 
was open and free of ice. The sea- 
son was too far advanced, however, 
and the explorers reluctantly steered 
for Herschel Island. 


Britain Seizes U. S. Cargoes.

Vilhjalimrc* Stefansson, the Canad­ 
ian explorer, who was believed lost in 
the Arctic, not only is alive and well, 
but has discovered a new land in the 
north 
and 
accomplished 
practically 
every purpose for which his hazar* 
dous journey was undertaken, accord* 
ing to word brought to Nome, Alaska, 
by the power schooner Ruby, which 
arrived lrom Heschel Island. 


Stefansson, with two companions, 
Storker Storkcrson and Ole Ander* 
son, set out from Martin Point, Alas­ 
ka, March 22, 1914, over the frozen 
polar ocean in search for supposed 
new lands in the Beaufort sea. 


Captain S. F. Cottle, master of the 
Ruby, says that Stefansson is now on 
Banks Land, east of the Mackenzie, 
outfitting for continuance of the ex­ 
plorations to the westward to ascer­ 
tain the full extent of the new land 
he has discovered southwest of Prince 
Patrick 
Island. 
Stefansson 
discov­ 
ered a continuance of the continental 
shelf several degrees west of Banks 
Land and even determined its south­ 
ern limits, but was unable to contiaue 
his 
explorations to 
the north 
and 
west. 


Stefansson told Captain Cottle that 
after leaving the supporting party on 
the ice north of Martin Point he and 
his hardy companions set their faces 
to thQ 
north, but after 
continuing 
their journey ninety days they de­ 
cided to return to 'land. 
They turned 
back and landed on the mainland at 
a point near which the power boat 
Mary Sachs, of the Stefansson expedi­ 
tion, wa3 wintering. 
Here the three 
men 
outfitted 
for 
another 
three 
months* trip. 
They again went upon 
the ice, going north and west and dis 
covering the continental shelf. 


Stefansson spent some time explor 
ing his new find, but at length, owing 
to scarcity of provisions, was com 
pelled to set out on the return jour­ 
ney to land. 
The men had been on 
the ice for nearly seven months. The 
return 
to shore 
was 
accomplished 
with great difficulty, 
The men sub* 
sisted on the most meager rations, 
but kept moving day after day.

arrived at 
Banks Land, 
thoroughly 
worn 
out,

seven 
months they had been on scanty ra­ 
tions, traveling almost continually, 
Stefansson 
and

made their way from Banks Land, 
which is uninhabited, to Baillie Island, 
which is visited by whalers. 
Captain 
Louis 
Lane, cruising on 
his powei 
schooner Polar Bear, found Stefans­ 
son and his companions making theii 
way along the southwestern coast ol 
Baillie Island. 
They were In excel­ 
lent health and spirits and eager to 
reach the southern wing of the expe­ 
dition, that they might obtain sup­ 
plies and continue their explorations 
Stefansson had 
expected to fall in 
with the Polar Bear, just as he did 
He immediately chartered the schoon 
er and, with Captain Lane, proceeded 
northward at once in the hope of mak 
ing further discoveries while the'sea 
^as open and free of ice. 
The sea­ 
son was too far advanced, however, 
and the explorers reluctantly steered 
for Herschel Island.

for days with the water above our 
ankles. 
At that time our trenches 


wore only thirty-six yards away from 
the German trenches, so that we could 
hear the enemy talking and whistling, 
and, indeed, we often called across to 
them. 


"One day, young P., who was a hot- 


tempered chap about twenty-one years 
of age, threw down his shovel and 
said that he wouldn't work in such 
a nasty hole another moment, and 
that he had rather die once from a 
German bullet than live another day 
in the trench. Anyhow, he was going 
out to chop some wood for a floor 
and let the Germans shoot him if 
they wished. 


"Thereupon P. calmly crawled out 


of the trench, walked to a woodpile 
in full sight of the Germans, and be- 
gan making planks from the wood.

HENS AS AEROPLANE SPIES 


Any Fowl Can Be Trained to Do the 


Work, According to an Eng- 


lish Writer. 


The London Dally Chronicle repub- 


lishes from the Cologne Gazette an 
odd article on the use of animals to 
signify the approach of enemy aero- 
planes. The writer, who is evidently 
quite serious, has noticed that the 
sight of certain animals is much keen- 
er than that of human beings, and in 
a hasty view of the entire animal 
kingdom he comes to the conclusion 
that birds have the most alert vision 
and that hens and pigeons are the 
birds most get-at-able, most easily 
trained and most reliable. 


Hens will protect their chickens 


against soaring birds of prey which 
the sharpest 
human sight cannot 


discover, and pigeons will fly in any 
weather and are extraordinary doc- 
ile. 
The training of a hen or a 


pigeon to announce the approach of 
an aeroplane is much easier than one 
would think. They are to be placed 
captured in the vicinity of a descend- 
ing air machine, and as soon as the 
airman lands he is to rush at the un- 
fortunate fowls and belabor them with 
a rod This practice is to be repeat- 
ed until the hen or pigeon believes its 
life to be endangered by anything on 
a large scale descending from the 
skies. All day long these terrified 
birds will strain their vision sky- 
ward, and the remotest speck in the 
vault of heaven will flutter the dove- 
cotes and hencoops as nothing else 
would 


Another bird which adapts itself 


to this military service is the com- 
mon crow. He has the most extraordi- 
nary eyes, which enable him to see 
in front of him and behind. An ob- 
ject for which a man requires a 
telescope is easily discovered by the 
crow without any telescope. Crows 
are very wise creatlres, says the 
Cologne writer, and once you catch 
your crow, train him and whack 
him sufficiently, you will be sur- 
prised at the results when the ene- 
my aeroplanes come along.

Conse- 
quently several fatigue-saving chairs 
have been designed and are now being 
used In many factories at Providence, 
where the rule has become: "A chair 
for every worker, whether he needs it 
or not" 
Some of the chairs already 


in use are shown in the pictures 
printed here with, which are taken 
from photographs furnished by Mr. 
Gilbreth. 


That showing the man filing a piece 


of steel was specially designed for 
such work as that, which has always 
been done standing. The chair, which 
can be made by any carpenter, has a 
solid projecting foot rest which en- 
ables the worker to push a file as 
vigorously sitting as standing. The 
chair is of such a height that the work-~ 
er can stand or sit with equal ease.

Recent Discoveries Throw a New

And so Tagtug, as in the Hebrew his- 
tory of Noah, plants a garden, names 
the trees and plants, and is permitted 
to oat of all but the cassia tree, an 
herb of healing par excellence.

this plant Tagtug was not to eat, for 
thereby he would attain eternal life. 


"Mankind until this(time possessed 


extreme longevity, but not immortal- 
ity. 
Tagtug, on his own initiative, 


takes and eats. He is cursed by Nin- 
tud and becomes a prey to disease and 
ordinary mortality.

No woman is concerned in this disobe- 
dience, which resulted in our loss of 
perfect health, peace and countless 
years." 


How Much Radium? 


Efforts to determine the amount of 


radium in the ccean have teen few. 
Prof. S. J. Lloyd ol the University 
of Alabama finds that about thirty 
samples of sea water have been test- 
ed, taken from the Irish and English 
coasts, the North and South Atlantic, 
the Mediterranean, the Black sea, the 
Arabian sea, and in his own deter- 
mination from the Gulf of Mexico 200 
miles soutTi of Mobile. Discarding ex- 
treme results, with a maximum 50 
times greater than the minimuai, it Is 
concluded that the total radium in 
the sea somewhat exceeds 1,400 tons. 
As rivers contain little, it is assumed 
that this supply comes frcni uranium 
in the sea, which must reach a total of 
nearly 4,200,000,000 tons, making ura- 
nium in sea-water comparable in quan- 
tity to gold.

Foreign plays, the work of Dumas,

According to a translation of a re* 
cently deciphered inscription on one 
of the Sumerian tablets, Professor 
Langdon of Jesus college, Oxford says 
the deluge preceded the fall of man. 
The tablet which has been almost 
completely restored, contains six finely 
written columns of about 240 lines, 
most of which are intact. 


It begins by describing the land of 
primeval bliss, which it locates at Dil- 
mun, an island in the Persian gulf. “In 
this paradise dwelt mankind, whom 
Nintud, the creatress, with the help 
of Enlil had created,“ says Professor 
Langdon. “After the deluge this king 
is called Tagtug, the Divine. And this 
Tagtug lives in a garden, is himself a 
gardener, and the wise Enki reveals 
unto him wisdom. 


“Tho Greek historians, too, preserve 
this legend in the story of Oannes, 
who rose from the Persian gulf to 
teach men wisdom in primeval times. 
And so Tagtug, as in the Hebrew his­ 
tory of Noah, plants a garden, names 
the trees and plant3, and is permitted 
to eat of all but the cassia tree, an 
herb of healing par excellence. 
Of 
this plant Tagtug was not to eat, for 
thereby he would attain eternal life. 


“Mankind until thisitime possessed 
extreme longevity, but not immortal­ 
ity. 
Tagtug, on his own Initiative, 
takes and eats. He is cursed by Nin­ 
tud and becomes a prey to disease and 
ordinary mortality. 


“Thus in the original Sumerian story 
Noah, the survivor of the flood, is the 
one who eats from the tree of life. 
No woman is concerned in this disobe­ 
dience, which resulted in our loss of 
perfect health, peace and countless 
years. »* 


Dramatists’ Works Published. 


Foreign plays, the work of Dumas, 
Ibsen, Sudermann and many others, 
were obtainable both in the original 
and in translation twenty years ago, 
but the play in the English language 
was 
practically 
a forbidden 
book. 
Dramatists, publishers and readers 
whose tongue was English apparently 
thought that the place of the drama 
was the theater, and that to act it and 
see it acted was the sum total of its 
existence. To make a book of a mod­ 
ern play was in the last years of the 
nineteenth 
century 
an 
unheard-of- 
thing. With the advent of Ibsen as a 
world power in the theater came the 
change. The controversy raging over 
the Norwegian's head demanded the 
printing and the reading of his plays 
in English. 
Then Bernard Shaw's 
plays were published before they were 
acted; Oscar Wilde's appeared almost 
simultaneously 
before 
reader 
and 
theater audience. Pinero's and Henry 
Arthur Jones* came from the press 
after they saw the footlights. 
One 
after another dramatist followed. 


How Much Radium? 


Efforts to determine the amount of 
radium in the ccean have been few. 
Prof. S. J. Lloyd ot the University 
of Alabama finds that about thirty 
samples of sea water have been test­ 
ed, taken from the Irish and English 
coasts, the North and South Atlantic, 
the Mediterranean, the Black sea, the 
Arabian sea, and in his own deter­ 
mination from the Gulf of Mexico 200 
miles south of Mobile. 
Discarding ex­ 
treme results, with a maximum 50 
times greater than the minimum, it Is 
concluded that tho total radium in 
the sea somewhat exceeds 1,400 tons. 
As rivers contain little, it is assumed 
that this supply comes frcm uranium 
in the sea, which must reach a total of 
nearly 4,200,000,000 tons, making ura­ 
nium in sea-water comparable in quan­ 
tity to gold.

G. Peters and his family, former residents 
of New Oxford, will be interested to note 
the following dispatch taken from the 
Morrow County Sentinal published atMt. 
Gilead, Ohio, the present home of the Pe- 
ters family. Misses Edith and Laura Pe- 
ters, the accomplished daughters of Mr. 
and Mrs. H. G. Peters, will leave Mt. Gil- 
ead at the beginning of the coming school 
year, both becoming instructors. Both 
have excellent musical education and are 
splendidly equipped for the work. Miss 
Edith has taken a position as supervisor 
of music in the schools of Pomeroy, Ohio, 
while Miss Laura will be instructor in vio- 
lin at the Columbus, Georgia, school for 
girls. The former is possessor of a beau- 
tiful soprano voice, while the latter is an 
expert with the violin and has previously 
been instructor at Perdue and done Lyce- 
um work. 


Missing his horse which had been put 


out to pasture, Allen Moore, a Northum- 
berland county farmer, made a search, 
fearing horse thieves. He found that it 
had broken through the covering of an ab- 
andoned well, which the farmer did not 
know existed, and had fallen the 20 feet to 
the bottom. Moore obtained help from 
jrurrounding farmhouses and, placed a sling 
of leather around the horse. A temporary 
block and tackle were erected and 20 men 
liauled the animal to the top, when it was 
discovered an old rusty bucket was caught 
on one of its shoes. Moore removed the 
bucket and, after the horse had trotted off, 
apparently unhurt, he cut open the top, 
and out rolled a stream of coins of a Span- 
ish mintage of a half century ago.

Accused of the murder of Harry Guhl, 


near Bainbridge, Lancaster county, Mele 
Miller, a former boarder of the slain man, 
has been jailed. Miller ceased to board at 
the Guhl home when a clash arose over an 
alleged attentions to Mrs. Guhl, and the 
theory is that revenge was the motive 
which led to the killing. Guhl was found 
unconscious at the foot of an embankment 


r his home, and died the next day.Short- 
before Guhl was found, Miller was seen 
wash his hands at a nearby spring and 
en called to he ran away. 
Charles H, Myers, secretary of the Lit-

"The laboratory results from the samples 
taken recently indicate pollution of the 
water from both wells of bacteria of sew- 
age origin.

finished their peach harvest and nearly the 
last shipments of the fruit have left the 
stations along the Reading road from which 
more than 100 carloads were sent in the 
last few weeks. Perhaps a few of the 
growers will ship some quantities of the 
later varieties of peach to the city mar- 
kets, but for the most part the growers, 
complaining of the low prices that have 
existed this year, prefer to leave the fruit 
on the trees and dispose of what they can 
at home. 


Fire of unknown origin on Thursday 


destroj'ed the new barn of Andrew Miller, 
near Collinsvillc, the blaze being discover- 
ed while the family was eating dinner. 
Three months ago Mr. Miller lost his barn 
by a fire. The origin has never been dis- 
covered. 
The structure destroyed had 


been completed only lately. With it there 
were destroyed 500,bushels of onions and 
some other crops and harness.

Court Items. 


Judge Sadler, of Carlisle, presiding in 


Adams county court on Saturday morn- 
ing in the absence of Judge Swope, pro- 
nounced sentence on three prisoners all of 
whom pleaded guilty. 


The first called was Stanley Stape, of 


Gettysburg, who admitted the ,theft of a 
collection of coins, and some jewelry from 
the Marine officers camn; and some ath- 
letic material from college. Judge Sadler 
imposed a fine of 85 and a penitentiary 
sentence of one year in each case, and then 
stated that the sentence was suspended 
and the young man placed under parole 
for a period of 60 days or as long the court 
determined. In addition to the peniten- 
tiary sentence, Judge Sadler also ordered 
that Stape pay a fine of $5 and costs in 
each case, and that the stolen goods be 
restored, or their value paid to the own- 
ers.

Fell from Barn Roof 40 Feet. 
In a fall from the top of a barn roof, on

when he landed in the foundation of a silo, 
which he was assisting to erect at the farm 
of William Donaldson, two miles from 
Orrtanna. Mr. Fritz and his gang of car- 
penters were working at the Donaldson 
farm and were preparing to erect the silo 
a few feet from the barn. The foundation 
had been put in readiness. None of the 
parts had been put in place, for it was ne- 
cessary . that a rope be swung from the 
comb of the roof to draw some of the piec- 
es on a higher part of the structure, into 
place. Mr. Fritz was in the act of doing 
this when he met with an accident. He 
had climbed within about two feet of 
the comb of the roof with the rope that 
he was to throw over the top. He slipped 
before he could catch the comb and slid 
down the roof to the ground a distance of 
about forty feet. In his fall he struck the 
bridge-wall of the barn entrance and was 
tumbled into the foundation of the silo. 
His head was cut in three places, while he 
also rceived lacerations on knee, hips and 
left side. He was badly bruised about the 
body.- 


Dislocated and Fractured Hip. 


George E. Wolf residing on a small farm 


on the banks of the Conevvago creek along 
the New Chester road, met with a very 
bad accident on Wednesday afternoon 
whereby he sustained a bad fracture and 
dislocation of his right hip. Some year: 
ago Mr. Wolf had the same leg broken in 
an accident, and this caused the limb to be 
somewhat shorter than the other leg and 
he never had the sarne power in the limb 
that he had previous to the accident.

The injury is of a very 
serious nature and will in all probability 
leave Mr. Wolf a cripple for the balance 
of his life. A local physician adjusted the 
injury. 


Accident Hastens End. 


Never having fully recovered from t 


effects of a fall sustained about four weeks 
previous, at which time several ribs were 
fractured, Peter J. Miller, one of the best 
known residents of Oxford township, died 
at his home a short distance south of town 
at 5 o'clock on Wednesday afternoon. He 
was aged 80 years, S months and 10 days, 
which fact was strongly against his recov- 
ery. Mr. Miller, as will be remembered, 
tripped and fell while walking through the 
yard at his home, and although his death 
is ^attributed to infirmities, there is no 
doubt but that the accident hastened the 
end, he having been confined to his bed 
since that time. The deceased was born 
in Oxford township, and spent his entire 
life there with the exception of the time 
spent in behalf of his country in the Union 
Army during the Civil War. For a num- 
ber of years he acted as road supervisor in 
the township, in connection with cultivat- 
ing his small farm, but in late j cars has 
lived retired. He is survived by the fol- 
lowing children : Mrs. D. I. Seasely, of 
Hanover; Mrs. S. A. Trostle, of Worm- 
leysburg; Pius J. Miller, of Berwick town- 
ship; John F. and Joseph I. Miller, of 
town, and Jacob E. Miller, with whom he 
lived. The funeral was held at 9 o'clock 
on Saturday morning, interment being 
made in the Catholic cemetery after a High 
Mass of Requiem in the Church of the Im- 
maculate Conception, of which the deceas- 
ed had been a most devout member for 
almost his entire life. 


Peter Miller was a private of Lieut. H. 


C. Grafman's Co. B, 138th Regiment 
Penn'a. Infantry Vols. for three years, re- 
ceiving his honorable discharge on the 
10th day of June. 1865, at Chestnut Hill, 
Philadelphia, by reason Surgeon's certifi- 
cate of disability. He was wounded at 
Coal Harbor, Va., on June 1st, 1864, 
which disqualified him for the Veterans 
Reserve Corps.

SHOW GREAT SKILL 1 1 NOE 


Australian Sheepdogs Are Mar- 
vels at Their Work. 


Have Been Brought te a High Degree 
of Intelligence— Work of Sheep 
Station Irvfposstble Without 


Them. 


Sheepdog trials may be considered a 
national pastime if not a national 
sport in Australia. There is an annual 
agricultural show in every town and 
village in the pastoral parts. There 
are general competitions on the lines 
of the American county and state fairs. 
There are horse races, buck jumping, 
shearing, log chopping, and other 
strenuous competitions. But not one 
of these excites more interest than the 
sheepdog trials; and in these tests 
Australians have set the example of 
certain of the most serious tasks that 
a man and a dog may be asked to ac­ 
complish with three strange sheep— 
sheep that had never previously met 
until they had a moment before been 
turned out from three separate pens to 
be packedTor gathered together by the 
dog. It was the Australians who first 
put forward, and they still maintain 
it* the maltese cross test. The eight 
six-foot hurdles are set in the shape 
of a maltese cross. The passages are 
of a width that will "permit only one 
sheep to pass through at a time. The 
animals have to be driven north and 
south and east and west, all the passes 
being open at the time. The skill and 
patience of the dog are here tried to 
the utmost, and there can be little 
wonder there is a gasp of satisfaction 
and a cheer of joy when the sheep 
have been successfully driven through 
these narrow ways. The Australian 
sheepdogs are the smallest in use in 
the world, but are quick and lively in 
their work. It is no wonder that the 
Australian gives much thought for his 
dogs, for it goes without saying that 
the work of the sheep station could 
not be accomplished ^without them. 
In ordinary cases it is reckoned that 
one dog can do the work of half a 
dozen men; in many instances a dog 
is superior to 50 humans; and where 
there are such vast flocks of nimble 
sheep, such as the merino? m Aus­ 
tralia are, it would be impossible to 
round them up so that they may be 
examined, counted, and duly looked 
over without the dogs.

On Railway Mail Pay 


A controversy has been raging in the columns of the 
press between the railroads and the Federal Post Office 
Department over the question of proper compensation 
for handling the United States mails. Mr. Ralph Peters, 
Chairman of the Railway Mail Committee, when asked 
to state the railroad side of the controversy to the 
American farmer, said in part: 
"The railway mail pay question will be settled—ana 
settled permanently and with Justice to all concerned— 
&s soon as the American people realize that the whole 
subject, while seemingly complicated and technical, boils 
down to a few simple points of fair business dealing 
•which no one need be a rate expert to understand. - 


"The first is that the Post Office Department weighs the mails, and re- 


adjusts the pay of the railroads, only once in four years. This compels the 
railroads to carry the increase in the mail tonnage during the intervening 
vears without pay—manifestly an injustice in the case of a rapidly growing 
business. One consequence has been that last year the railroads carried fully 
half the parcel post for nothing. 


"A second point is this: In addition to carrying the mails, the rail- 


roads are required to operate mauy traveling post offices for sorting and 
distributing the mails while in transit. But the Post Office Department pays 
for such post offices only where they occupy whole cars, and pays nothing 
in the many cases in which it merely requires the use of post office apart- 
ments in combination cars, although such apartments differ from the full 
railway post office cars only in size. More than 4,200 apartments of this 
character have been fitted up, and are maintained for the exclusive use of 
the Post Office Department. Failure to pay for them has been an especial 
hardship to the smaller roads on which the Department doea not find it 
necessary to utilize whole cars. 


"One last point: In thousands of instances (though not in all) the Post 


Office Department requires the railroads to carry the mails back and forth 
between railroad stations and post offices, but pays them nothing for this 
extra service beyond the rates covering the' rail transportation. 
The rail- 


loads have no choice but to perform this additional service gratis, or refuse 
to carry the mails at all. 


"Now for the remedies the railroads ask: They do not ask to ha-ve the 


mails weighed daily, or to have each shipment weighed and paid for sep- 
arately, as is done in the case of private shippers. They merely ask to 
have the mails weighed, and the pay of the railroads adjusted, at least once 
a year, instead of once in four years. They also ask that apartment post 
office cars be paid for, at reasonable rates, according to bize. Lastly, they 
ask that the Post Office Department cease to require of them free messenger 
service between stations and post offices, and either relieve them of this 
service or pay fairly for it. These are the reforms the railroads ask of Con- 
gress. They gladly lay these reforms before the public, confident that they 
will appeal to the common sense and fairness of American voters."

Hon. Elihu Root 
On Woman's Sphere 


The question of Woman Suffrage is an issue before 
the American people. 
Twelve states have adopted it, 


four more states vote upon it this fall and it is strongly 
urged that it become a platform demand of the national 
political parties. It is therefore the privilege and the duty 
of every voter to study carefully this subject. Hon. Elihu 
Root, in discussing this question before tha constitutional 
convention of New York, recently t«id in part: 
"I am opposed to the granting of suffrage to women, 


because I believe that it would be a loss to women, to all 
women and to every woman; and because I believe it 
would be an injury to the state, and to every man and 
every woman in the state. It would be useless to argue 


this If the right of suffrage were a natural right. 
If it were a natural right, 
'then women should have it though the heavens fall. But if there be any one 
thing settled in the long discussion of this subject, it is that suffrage is not a 
natural right, but Is simply a nleans of government, and the sole question to 
be discussed is whether government by the suffrage of men and women will 
be better government than by the suffrage of men alone. 
"Into my judgment, sir, there enters no element of the Inferiority of 


woman. It is not that woman is inferior to man, but It is that woman is 
different from man; that in the distribution of powers, of capacities, of quali- 
ties, our Maker has created man adapted to the performance of certain func- 
tions In the economy of nature and society, and woman adapted to the 
performance of other functions. 
"Woman rules today by the sweet and noble influences of her character. 


Put woman Into the arena of conflict and she abandons these great weapons 
which' control the world, and she takes into her hands, feeble and nerveless 
tor strife weapons with which she is unfamiliar and which she is unable to 
Wield. Woman in strife becomes hard, harsh, unlovable, repulsive; as far 
Temoved from that gentle creature to whqm we all owe Allegiance and to 
*rhom we confess submission, as the It^venJ. i^c^Jr^tte eartj.

F. C. Howe 


On The Advantages of Free Ports 


Mr. F. C. Howe, Federal Commissioner of Immigra- 


tion, who is one of the best American authorities on 
marine commerce, in discussing the relation of free ports 
to the development of sea trade said in part: 


"Ships will go hundreds of miles out of their way to 


avoid ports surrounded by a tariff wall. The only way, 
therefore, for a country with a tariff to compete in the 
shipping world with a free-trade country is to establish 
free ports at strategical points along its coast lino. Ger* 
many has done so, and in a comparatively short period 
has built up a carrying trade which before the war was 


.~i 
^ seriously threatening England's supremacy. Hamburg, 


one of the three German free ports, now ranks as the second greatest seaport 
in the world, its total foreign commerce in 1913 being only ?G.OOO.OOO under 
that of New York. 
"The free port would offer great opportunity for financial operations, now 


made possible by the recent currency act. It would stimulate international 
banking and would tend to shift the financial center of the world to .his 
country' And America, by the logic of events, has become the natural center 
for the world's financing, just as London became that center several centuries 
ago when it shifted from the cities of the Netherlands. But the financial 
center will only move to this country when it becomes a clearing house of 
eoods as well as of money. For credit the world over is created by currently 
created wealth in transit or change so that our financial expansion is depend- 
ent upon the opening up of American ports to the clearance of the wealth ol 
the world A port should not operate to yield a return on the investment, 
but to develop the prosperity of the country." In recapitulating the advan- 
tages M*- How brings out the importance of the free port in developing our 
shipping'and Unking us With South America. Asia and Africa, and then con- 
eludes: 
"The most Imtx>rtant gain is the direct gain to America. It will cheapen 


commodities by bringing great quantities of qooda to our door%for Importa. 
tion or export, as trade needs demand. It will stimulate the -. . *th of export 
iig houses, which can hold goods for an indefinite period without payment o 
tariff dues (often equal to the cost of the article itself) for disposal to mee 
the trade demands of the whole world. It will upbuild international credit 
and shift to "America an increasing and ultimately a predominant share iu 
international exchange. 


"Finally America Is the natural country to be the counter of the world. 


Its seacoaSsface every other continent; it is th, neatest of aU reservoirs 
of raw materials and foodstuffs. In iron and steel and standardized produc- 
tion it Is in a position to compete wuh the world. But mternatiorai tiaoe 
Sand this Is always overlooked) must be reciprocal. It cannot be one-sided. 
And credit balances cannot for any prolonged period be paid in gqld. They 
can only be paid by.eichaBge f?f wealth."

Pineapple Sirup.—Put three pounds 


of loaf sugar into a kettle, add two 
cupfuls of water and the whites of 
two eggs, well beaten. Boil together 
until clear. Remove and cool. Pare 
and grate enough pineapple to make a 
quart of juice, then strain into the 
sirup. Boil ten minutes, remove and 
bottle. Cover the corks with melted 
parafin. 


Stanford Salad.—Put on individual 


g'.ass plates a slice of pineapple with 
the core removed. On this put a cen- 
ter slice of a juicy orange. Spread a 
layer of mayonnaise on top, crown 
«ith a maraschino cherry and sprinkle 
with chopped almonds. Heart leaves 
of lettuce may be used as a founda- 
tion for this salad. 


Pineapple Marmalade.—Peel, grate 


or chop as many pineapples as are de- 
sired. Weigh and allow a pound of 
sugar for each pound of fruit. 
Mix 


well and let stand overnight in a cool 
place. In the morning cook until soft 
enough to put through a sieve. Strain, 
return to the preserving kettle and 
continue the cooking, stirring con- 
stantly until a clear amber jelly is 
formed. This will be thick when cool. 
Put into small jars, cover and seal. 
This is fine for cake fillings, desserts 
and many other tasty dishes. 


Pomona Punch.—Add two lemons, 


two oranges, sliced thin, two quarts of 
pineapple juice, one quart of straw- 
berries, or raspberries, a quart of 
sparkling water and a pound of sugar. 
Serve in a bowl with plenty of ice.

Use fresh peaches 
at this season for this dish. Make a 
mold of lemon jelly and when ready 
to serve umnold in the center of a 
chop plate, heap round it whipped. 
sweetened and flavored cream and dec- 
orate with peeled halves of peaches. 
Serve some of the jelly, cream and 
a peach for each helping. 


Peach Conde. — Cook rice in milk un- 


til soft and creamy. Serve a spoonful 
of the rice with a half of a cooked 
peach, which has been cooked in a 
sirup until a light brown. Pour over a 
spoonful of the sirup and serve warm, 
not hot, with cold poultry or game at 
supper or luncheon. 


Apples With Onions. — Slice green 


apples, using a pint of apples and cup- 
ful of sliced onions, doubling the* 
amount if the family has a cultivated 
taste for such wholesome dishes. 
Brown the onions in a little hot salt 
pork fat, add the apples and a very 
little water, enough to keep them from 
burning while cooking. 
Stir occa- 


sionally and season with salt, sugar 
and a dash of cayenne if liked. Serve 
with pork chops or roast pork. 


Fried Apples. — These are also deli- 


ciou^ to serve as an accompaniment to 
pork in any form. Wash, but do not 
peel, the apples, core and slice in thin 
rings, brown in hot butter, sprinkle 
with sugar while looking to give a 
good color, add a grating of nutmeg, a 
dash of salt and serve hot as a gar- 
nish around the platter of sausages, 
pork chops or steak.

On Railway Mail Pay 


A controversy 1ms boon raging in tbo columns of the 
prrss botwoen the railroads and the Federal Post Offloe 
Dopartmont over the question of proper compensation 
for handling the United Statos mails. 
Mr. Ralph Peters, 
Chairman of tho Railway Mail Committee, when asked 
to stato tho railroad side of tho controversy to the 
American farmer, said In part: 


"Tho railway mail pay question will be settled—and 
settled permanently and with Justice to all concerned— 
as soon as tho American people realize that tho wholo 
subject, while seemingly complicated and technical, boils 
down to a few simple points of fair business dealing 
which 110 one need bo a rate expert to understand. 


"The first Is that the Post Office Department weighs the mails, and re­ 
adjusts tho pay of tho railroads, only oneo in four years. 
This compels tho 
railroads to carry tho increase in tho mail tonnage during tho intervening 
years without pay—manifestly an injustice in tho case of a rapidly growing 
business. One consequence has been that last year tho railroads carried fully 
half tho parcel post for nothing. 


"A second point is this: 
In addition to carrying tho mails, tho rail­ 
roads are required to operate many traveling post offices for sorting and 
distributing the mails whilo in transit. Rut tho Post Office Dopartmont pays 
for such post offices only where they occupy wholo cars, and pays nothing 
in tho many cases in which it merely requires tho use of post office apart­ 
ments in combination cars, although such apartments difTor from tho full 
railway post office cars only in size. 
More than 4,200 apartments of this 
character have been fitted up, and are maintained for tho exclusive use of 
the Post Offico Department. 
Failure to pay for them has been an especial 
hardship to the smaller roads oil which the Department does not find it 
necessary to utilize whole cars. 


“One last point: 
In thousands of instances (though not in all) the Post 
Office Department requires the railroads to carry the mails back and forth 
between railroad stations and post offices, but pays them nothing for this 
extra service beyond the rates covering tho rail transportation. 
Tho rail­ 
roads have no choice but to perform this additional sorvice gratis, or refuse 
to carry the mails at all. 


“Now for tho remedies tho railroads ask: They do not ask to have the 
mails weighed daily, or to have each shipment weighed and paid for sep­ 
arately, as is done in tho case of private shippers. 
They merely ask to 
have tho mails weighed, and tho pay of tho railroads adjusted, at least once 
a year, instead of once In four years. 
They also ask that apartment post 
office cars be paid for, at reasonable rates, according to sizo. Lastly, they 
ask that the Post Office Department cease to require of them free messenger 
service between stations and post offices, and either relieve them of thi3 
service or pay fairly for it. These are the reforms tho railroads ask of Con­ 
gress. They gladly lay these reforms before the public, confident that they 
will appeal to the common sense and fairness of American voters/'

Hon. Elihu Root 
O n W om an’s Sphere 


The question of Woman Suffrage is an issue before 
tho American people. # Twelve states have adopted it, 
four more states vote upon it this fall and it is strongly 
urged that it become a platform demand of the national 
political parties. It is therefore the privilege and the duty 
of every voter to study carefully this subject. Hon. Elihu 
Root, In discussing this question before tho constitutional 
convention of New York, recently said in part: 


"I am opposed to the granting of suffrage to women, 
because I believe that it would be a loss to women, to all 
women and to every woman; and because I believe It 
would be an Injury to the state, and to every man and 
every woman in the state. It would be useless to arguo 
this if the right of suffrage were a natural right. 
If it were a natural right, 
then women should have it though tho heavens fall. But If there bo any one 
thing settled in tho long discussion of this subject, it is that suffrage is not a 
natural right, but is simply a cleans of government, and the sole question to 
bo discussed is whether government by the suffrage of men and women will 
be better government than by the suffrage of men alone. 


“Into my judgment, sir, there enters no element of the inferiority of 
woman. 
It Is not that woman is Inferior to man, but it is that woman is 
different from man; that in the distribution of powers, of capacities, of quali­ 
ties, our Maker has created man adapted to tho performance of certain func­ 
tions in the economy of nature and society, and woman adapted to the 
performance of ottyer functions. 


“Woman rules today by the sweet and noble Influences of her character. 
P ut woman Into the arena of conflict and she abandons these great weapons 
which control tho world, and she takes into her hands, feeble and nerveless 
ior strife, weapons with which slie is unfamiliar and which she is unable to 
wield. 
Woman in strife becomes hard, harsh, unlovable, repulsive; as far 
removed from that gentle creature to whom we all owe allegiance and to 
{whom we confess submission, as the heaven is removed from tho earth. 


“Tho whole science of government Is the science of protecting life and 
liberty and the pursuit of happiness. 
In the divino distribution of powers, 
tho duty and the right of protection rests with the male. It is so throughout 
nature. 
It is so with men, and I, for one, will never conaant to part with 
tho divine right of protecting my wife, my daughter, the women whom I lovo, 
and tho women whom I respect, exercising the birthright of man, and Pi^c® 
th at high duty in tho weak and nerveless hands of those designed by uoa 
to be protected rather than to engage in the stern warfare of government. In 
my judgment, this whole movement arises from a false conception or the 
duty and of the right of both men and women. 


“Tho time will never come when the line of demarcation between vh« 


functions of tho two sexes will be broken down. I believe it to be false P^i-

F. C. Howe 


On Tho Advantages of Free Ports 


Mr. F. C. Ilowe, Federal Commissioner of Immigra­ 
tion, who is one of tho best American authorities on 
marine commerce, in discussing tho relation of free ports 
to the development of sea trado said in part: 


“Ships will go hundreds of miles out of their way to 
avoid pprts surrounded by a tariff wall. Tho only way, 
therefore, for a country with a tariff to compete in thg 
shipping world with a free-trade oonntry is to estftblis^ 
free ports at strategical points along its coast lino. Gejv 
many has done bo, and in a comparatively short period 
has built up a carrying trado which before the war wag 
seriously threatening England's supremacy. 
Hamburg, 
one of the three German free ports, now ranks us the second greatest seaport 
in the world, its total foreign commerce in 1913 being only $Ci,OuO.OOO under 
.that of New York. 


“The free port would offer groat opportunity for financial operations, now 
made possible by the recent currency act. 
It would stimulate international 
banking, and would tend to shift tho financial center of the world to thi« 
country. And America, by the logic of events, has beoorne the natural center 
for the world’s financing, Just as London became that center several centuries 
ago, when it shifted from the cities of tho Netherlands. 
But tho financial 
center will only move to this country when it becomes a clearing house of 
goods as well as of money. For credit the world over is created by currently 
created wealth in transit or change so that our financial expansion is depend- 
/eat upon the opening up of American ports to the clearance of tho wealth oi 
{he jvorld, 
A port should not operate to yield a return on tho investment, 
put to (iev.elop the prosperity of tho country." 
In recapitulating the advan­ 
tages, Ml, J-iuJvp brings out the importance of tho free port in developing our 
Shipping and ilnltfkt' us *>!$ South America, Asia and Africa, and then con 
eludes: 


“Tho most important gain is tho direct gain to America. 
It will pboappi} 
-commodities by bringing great quantities of goods to our doors for importa­ 
tion or export, as trade needs demand. It will stimulate the 
<\th of export­ 
ing houses, which can hold goods for an indefinite period without payment oJ 
tariff dues (often eyual to the cost of the article itself) for disposal to meet 
tbo trade demands of the whole world. 
It will upbuild international credit 
and shift to America an increasing and ultimately a predominant share iu 
inte; .«a’.ional exchange. 


“Finally, America is the natural country to be the counter of the world. 
Jtt seacoasts face every other continent; it is t. 
«¡atest of all reservoir* 
fit raw materials and foodstuffs, in Iron and steel and standardized produc­ 
tion it is in a posltiou 
> compete wuU the world.

TUESDAY. 


Petrograd admits the Germans have 


reached the railroad connecting Vllna 
with the Russian capital. It

nounces continued Russian successes 
along the Sereth river, in Galicia, and 
says the armies of Austria and Ger- 
many have lost 465,000 men in killed 
and wounded in the last two months, 
while 70,000 prisoners have

taken in three weeks. A rumor that 
Riga has been taken is not confirmed, 
but Berlin officials say they expect its 
fall soon. 
French airmen have made success- 


ful attacks, raiding several German 
camps and railroad waters.

Premier Asquith asked parliament 


for a new war credit of $1,250,000,000, 
saying Britain's war expenses Eave 
reached $17,500,000 a day.

Earl Kitchener declared 
the German army in Russia had "shot 
its bolt."

Pineapple Sirup.—Put three pounds 
of loaf sugar into a kettle, add two 
cupfuls of water and the whites of 
two eggs, well beaten. 
Boil together 
until clear. 
Remove and cool. 
Par© 
and grate enough pineapple to make a 
quart of juice, then strain into tho 
sirup. 
Boil ten minutes, remove and 
bottle. 
Cover the corks with melted 
parafin. 


Stanford Salad.—Put on individual 
g'.ass plates a slice of pineapple with 
the core removed. On this put a cen­ 
ter slice of a juicy orange. 
Spread a 
layer of mayonnaise on top, crown 
with a maraschino cherry and sprinkle 
with chopped almonds. 
Heart leaves 
of lettuce may be used as a founda­ 
tion for this salad. 


Pineapple Marmalade,—Peel, grate 
or chop as many pineapples as are de­ 
sired. 
Weigh and allow a pound of 
sugar for each pound of fruit. 
Mix 
well and let stand overnight in a cool 
place. In the morning cook until soft 
enough to put through a sieve. Strain, 
return to tho preserving kettle and 
continue tho cooking, stirring con­ 
stantly until a clear amber jelly is 
formed. This will bo thick when cool. 
Put into small jars, cover and seal. 
This is fine for cake fillings, desserts 
and many other tasty dishes. 


Pomona Punch.—Add two lemons, 
two oranges, sliced thin, two quarts of 
phieapple juice, one quart of straw­ 
berries, or raspberries, a quart of 
sparkling water and a pound of sugar.
